Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102

2. Claims 1-4, 7, 8, 10, 11, 13 & 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as leing 
anticipated hy USP 6,660,410 to Hosofcawa (herein referred to as "Hosohawa"). 

Hosokawa teeKshes an organic electroluminescence device comprising an anode layer, a 
cathode layer and an organic luminescence layer theretetween, the layer comprising a 
phosphorescent dopant. The phosphorescent dopant is a iridium metal complex such as shown in 
formula 60 (col. 23, lines 13-58). There is at least one of the metal complex, thus satisfying the 
requirement instant claim formula I.

3. Claims 5, 6, 9 and 12 are ohjected to as Leing dependent upon a rejected hase claim, hut 
would he allowahle if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the hase 
claim and any intervening claims.
